Berlin, Nov. 2t.— After two sittings the 
Federal Counoil reforrod the antl-rovolu- 
tionary bill to a eommittco. Tho bill ua ro. 
ferred contains the criminal provisions that 
peraqnS'apreading the Sooialiatto propa- 
ganda in the arm^ shall be punished with 
special aovority, and that newspapers pub- 
lishing Btatonionta likely to brlnt; existing 
institutions and authoritiea into contempt, 
shall bo dealt with more rigorouily thim 
heretofore. The last revision of tbo ruprea- 
sive meaanre baa enlarged graatlf ita soope 
and elaatioity. Coagequently it ia and 
will be more vlgorcatly opposed by the 
CloricalaandRtdtaalswboanppoaathatibtnay 
be applied to them as well as to the Sooial- 
iets and Anaroblata. It) la nnderatood that 
the federal coanoii WM fairly hatnionioua 
in ita debates on the bill. There ia nothing 
in tho way of having tho completed draft 
roariy at tho re-opening of tho Reichetag. 

The Kteuz Zoituug, Tory Cliiuvinist, da- 
miinda that Germany liboruto herself from 
Euf^land'a proteneiona in colotii&l matters 
und take an independent course in Africa 
and tho South Sea. The editor believes 
that, without delay, GermuDy should lay 
tinal claim to Samoa, Togo and Wnlfiaoh hay 
and extend her poeeossloDS on tho Eiac 
African ooaab. " If the government shew o 
dotorminod front," he sikys, " England as 
usual will retreat." 

Tho Voaaiclie /ieitup^, Ridioil, offora thie 
view of England's attiiudo to Hueeia : " The 
movement of England towards Russia leavoe 
ua indifferent, (iecniury rarely could con- 
gratulate hersolf on her Eogllsh cooniu' 
tiona." 

The Munich Alleemcine Zeituog sees in 
England's opening of tho campaign against 
tho Armenian atrocities in Asia Minor, the 
design to cultivate a Kussian entente even 
to the length of aisenting to Buasian inter- 
vention in Armenia, proTided that the St, 
Peterabnrg goyemmant ^^^ea an eqaivalent 
in otbjsr'direotiona. 

. Ihe'Koele'Diiohe ZsltaDgliaa pnUlthed a 
aeriea or artioleg treating wltn contempt 
Etigland's influence on the fate of the triple 
alliance. Yesterday, in cpmmentiog on the 
possibility of an Anglo-Rnaaian alliance, it 
recalled the fact that in 1853 the aaanrancos 
of warm friendahip ezbhangad between the 
Czar Nicholas and British ambassador Sey- 
mour wore followed soon by the Crioiean 
war. " England," says the Koolenisohe 
Zeitung, " must cotv suppose tho time ripe 
to despoil the sick man of tho Boaphnrus 
and ,l.Bia Minor. Germany would not accept 
an entente afTecting Eaatorn Asia if the 
samo should exclude tho other powers. 
Franco would deal with such an entente as 
a direct affront, for tho tendency of tho un- 
derstanding would bo to ralcguto Franco to 
the aecond rank of European powora. " 

The Berlin Neueat Niohriohten, Bia- 
marckian, notes the significance of the Czar 
appointing the Prince of Wales Colonel of 
the Keifl Dragoons. The cloae intimacy 
thus indicated, it ia said, marka the auccoes 
of elTorts at tho llinish Court to form 
politico-family alliancca. A similar intrigne 
once was carried on, ib adds, to indnoe the 
Gorman Emperor to restore the Gaeiph 
fund.

OrrAWA, Nov. 24 —Hon. Mr. Bo well em- 
phatically denies that the Canadian Pacific 
havo withdrawn their co-operation from Mr. 
Huddart and the fast Atlantic sorvico. He 
soys: "Tho railway company had never 
any association with Mr, Huddart in his fin- 
ancial arrangementa. Ibia company act aa 
agenta for Mr. Huddart in Canada for the 
Australian line, but so far as tho Atlantic 
service ia concerned there has been no ar- 
rangement between them, Sir William Van 
Home, however, repeatedly expreaeed hia 
iviahes for Mr. Huddart's succosa, as if tho 
line were establiahed the C. F. R. and obher 
Canadian railwaya would be greatlybenefited 
thereby. 

One hundred and eighty-six of the Thou- 
aand island group have been sold since 
July 1, The price netted waa §,'i2,000, the 
area sold being 257 acres.

HAWAHAN AGITATIONS. 



An Official of ttie Legratlon at Wash- 
ington Denies BecentiF 
Fablislied Beports. 



Port Townsend's Story as to Large 
Sliipments of Arms and 
Atnmanition. 



Washington, Nov. 21, — Mr, Frank 
Hastings, secretary and charge d'aflairea of 
the Hawaiian legation in Washington, says 
the various rumors respecting allog>'d royal 
upriainga and revointionary movementa in 
the islands are nob in hia opinion well- 
founded. Advices received by the Aus- 
tralia and Mariposa, whioh arrived at 
Pacific porta in tho United States this week, 
nil go to show that at the time they loft 
Honolulu everything was quiet. Mr. Haat- 
inga is assured that whatever projaota may be 
entertained byroyaliat advocatea in Hawaii, 
they are not supported by tho natives. 
Tho Utter give them no onouragement 
and are BoLielicd with the present condition 
of political nffaira in the ialando, having ro- 
prcEontativoB in tho aenato and house of del- 
egalea under tho now constitution, That 
disaatiEficd and diaappointod royalista will 
plot against tho Dole govornijient ia possi- 
ble, bub tho Icgaliou hero ii not advised of 
the existence ot any tn;ubIo, and Mr. Hast- 
inga feeta confident that, after the fiasco 
which was publiehed a day or two ago, 
thoro will bo no sorioua attempt made to dis- 
turb tho existing condition of thicga. The 
formal reoognitiou by (iucon Victoria of tho 
Dole government was a eovero blow to the 
royaliata on the island, 

Pjkt Townsenu, Nov, 24 — The an- 
nouncement was made yesterday by a reli- 
able citizen that not over two months ago 
a large shipmetit of arnia and ammunition 
was taken from tho Sound to one of the 
emallor porta of the mid-ocean republic, 
whore in all probability they will be uaed 
when tho outbreak oooura by the aupportera 
cf tho royaliata. The mtmitiona of war eon- 
eiated of a carload of improyed riflea, aenb 
through in a sealed refrigerator o»rfrom 
the East, and brought via bhe Grofcb North- 
ern to a small way sbatioD near Seattle. 
From there the " general. merobandiae." ia 
said to have been curried to tide water and 
then loaded on a little tug, which steamed 
down outBido tho capo, intereeptod and 
traiioferrod tho freight to two email vcaaols 
whioh had cloored the day bofnro lumber 
laden, one for Honolulu and tho other for 
Australia, The entire ehipmcnt %va8 aafoly 
transferred to tho sohoonora oxoepting one 
heavy package, auppoaod to contain hulleto, 
whioh could not bo handled and tumbled 
iulo the aoaa. Upon return of the tug cer- 
tain cipher mnsaagca to 'Frisco advised the 
royalist agent there of tho anfe beginning of 
tho voyage and be in tarn adviaed the 
prima movera in Honolulu by ateamer.

OYAMA'S EEPORT. 



OiHclal Statement of tbe Tnkins: of 
FortArthnr.Bytbe . 
japanese. 



Virtual Destrnctiop of the Chinese 
Army— Dlstlngolshed Gallantry 
on Botbi sides. 



Toicio, Nov. 24.— General Oyama, in 

command of the Japanese forces, ofBoially 
reports from Port Arthur under date of 
November 22 that on the 21 dt tho Japanese 
forooa attacked tho forts near that 
place, Tho right division of tbe 
army atormed and captured the fort 
to the w'eatward, with ita artillery and 
parade ground, at 8:30 in the morning, and 
then advanced in the direction of Port 
Arthur, storming and capturing tho Kokin- 
eau forb en route. In the meantime the 
left division stormed and captured tho fort 
to tho aoutbeast. On the 22nd 
uU the other forts wore captured. 
The enomy fought bravely throughout. 
Tho Japa lost in killed und w&unded will 
not exceed 200, while tho number of Uhinose 
killed, wounded and taken prisoners ia as 
yet unknown, Tho Japanese captured a 
great quantity of ammunition and other 
matoriula, aa well as many cannona. The 
Chineao forces numbered over 20,(100, 

YoicoiiAMA, Nov, 21.— A dispatch from 
Port Arthur aays that tho first army formed 
tho right wing and Kumanoto'a brigade tbe 
left wing, while the advanced heavy guna in 
tho centre opened fire on the citadol. The 
first army captured tho principal western 
fort at 8 o'clock in tho morning, entering 
Port Arthur at 2 o'clock in tho after- 
noon, and had captured tho Wogon- 
san fort by 4 o'clock, Kumanoto'o brigade 
meanwhile engaged the eastern forts, all tf 
which were taken before 11 o'clock in the 
evening. The coast forta had not yet been 
subdued ; but they fell next morning, 
^be fighting waa desperate thronghout the 
engagement. Ib ia reported that the Chinese 
army was virtually deatroyed, the killed and 
wounded numbering "many tbonaanda. 
The Japanese losa' waa heavyi bub 
far leas than that of tbe Chineae. 

London, Nov. 24 —A Shanghai diapatch 
aaya the fall of Port Arthur oreabed great 
ercitement in .Sbaaghu. All aooounta agree 
that the Chineae fought gallantly. Some of 
the oftiosra and men were cut down ab bheir 
poata by tho Japanese, 

The Star publiehoa a dispatch saying tho 
Japaneao torpodo boats engaged the attoc< 
tion of the forb while the troopa cloaed 
around the fort at the rear. Then the tor- 
pedo boats made a anddeh concerted daeh 
and succeeded in getting ineide the harbor. 
The Japanese artillery kept up a continuoui 
fire upon the Chinese forts. After tho first 
onalaught by the Japanese the reaiatance of 
the ChineBB iaaaid to have been feeble, ard 
finally the Chinese troopa became panio- 
atricken and Ued, 

The Globe's Shanghai dispatch saya Chiua 
haa sent a special sgenb to Japan with In- 
atruetions to accept any terma of peaoe ex. 
oept a ccsaion of any portion of China proper 
to the Japanese. 

A Shanghai diapatch says part of the 
Chinese fleeb will remain at Port Arthur and 
the rest will cruise in the Gulf of Pechili. 

Several foreign and English banks hava 
oETered to contract for tbe Chinese war in- 
demnity, a gold loan at 4 per cent. A dis- 
patch to the Globe saya tbe third Japanese 
corps is destined for Weihaiwei, which plao' 
is in utter collapse and confusion. Tbe 
defendere of the place are deserting by 
tbonaanda. 

SBASami, Nov. 24.— Sir Robert Hart, 
inapeetor general of Chineae maritime cua- 
toma, hae aent a oiroular bo bhe onaboma em- 
ployea saying bhat on acoonnb of the preaenfa 
grave nncertainty, future diabursements of 
money in hand for the payment of rebiricg 
allowanoea will be at one'half tbe uaual 
rate. He ia unable to gnarantee more. It 
is abated that bhe Japanese secured at Port 
Arthur 10,000 tons of coal and .•!,000,00O 
taela worth of ammunition. It ia believed 
that the Japanese commanders intend to 
seize forthwith the railway between Shan- 
Hai-Kwan and Tientain leab the Chineae 
destroy it. 

"WILL INCBEASB BITTBBNBSS." 

The ''BaUway Age" Saya the Beporta of the 
Labor Commlsalen la Full of 
' MlsBtatemeatai 

Wa-siiinoton, Nov. 24.— H. P. Robinaon, 
editor of the Railway Age, whioh oritioiaed 
the strike oommission's report very severely 
and to whioh Commiesioner Wright replied, 
ia in Washington. He to-night made a 
statement in which be reiterated tho assor-. 
tiona made in hia paper. Mr. Robinaon 
said that the commisalon would find 
it a difficulb task to answer the charges 
that had been made, (The oommlaaioD) 
ho said, made itself absurd when ib aaid that 
throughout the atribe waa aimply over the 
handling of Pullman oara, the men being 
ready to do their duly otherwiae. Every- 
body, he continued, knew tliab tho strike 
extended to roada that did not uso Pullman 
oars. He also oharaoterizod as ri- 
dioulous the statement that " Until tho 
railroad set the example, a general union of 
railroad employes waa never attempted. 
Mr. Robinson intimates thob Mr, Wright 
did not oonatruo tho report aa ib ia. Ac- 
cording to Mr, Robinson, it is ut variance 
with tho commissioner's ropoatodiy ex- 
proBBod personal opinion. Ib was a 
pity, however, Mr. Robinson said, nhat 
Mr. Wright allowed himaolf to bo oibher 
porauadecl or clubbed into signing it. In 
raaponso to the query, " What will come of 
tho report?" Mr. Robinaon said : "In tho 
way of advancing a aolution of tho labor 
question, nothing. It will inoreeao 
existing bitterness. I cannot Im- 
agine, however, that the report 
will ho Buflfored to stay as it if. We cannot 
help political bias and partisan impurities 
creeping into our public documents, appar- 
ently, now-a days, bub at least we can pre- 
vent positive miastatomonts of facts and fig- 
urea. That this document should be allowed 
to go down to history with the eziating mil* 
statements uncorrected, now that they have 
been pointed out, is almost inconceivable."

Washington Cirv, Nov. 24,— Cominia- 
aioner Carroll D. Wright of the oonBua 
and labor bureau, whose report on^ the re- 
cent railroad strikes obtained' publioation 
several days prior to its date, has given out 
a letter in reply to eome oritioiamB, He 
aays : " The testimony taken by the com- 
misaion will be printed by order of con- 
gress. I boliovo the report to bo thoroughly 
impregnable as to every material atatoment 
of fact. W batevor specific answer the coni- 
miaaion may make to tho charges of the 
Railway Ago and other papers, I presume 
the oommiaaion will prefer to make public, 
and not to any individual publioation. 
Such answers I have no right now to make, 
booause I have nob consulted the mambora 
of the commission. I write this letter on 
my own responsibility." Mr. Wright 
states on bis own responsibility that every 
point made by the Railway Age is falae.

United States Offers of Mediation-

CiiHEFOO, Nov. 24. — Field Marshal 
. , Connb Oyamn'a foroe eonabtied of abaub 30«- 
000 man/ ind whon It mlved'off iiie Reg- 
ent'a Sword promontoryi it waa divided Into 
two detaobments, one of which, aided by 
part of the Jupaneso floet, operated Bgainst 
Talienwan, while the other direotad its 
movemenlB againat Kiuohow, on the west- 
ern aide of the promontory, aome tniles 
north of Porb Arthor. Talienwan and Kin- 
show were both captured, after whioh cho 
army again comblaed, and tho march on 
Porb Arthur waa again oommenced, Ssv- 
eral enoonntera of minor importanco took 
place along the route, but uosording to the 
reports the Japaneae were invariably buo- 
oeaafnL It la said that the Japanese at- 
tacked the entrenchmenta three times, but 
were lepnlsed each time, Iti is evident 
later attacks must have baen made, uud tho 
outposts were compelled to fall b.«ck upon 
Port Arthur, 

London, Nov. 24 —The English news- 
piporu attach great importance to the mis- 
sion of Datcriiig, the commissioner of impe- 
rial customs ut TiuuCbiD, wlio left China iiv 
Jupan in order to arrnDgo terms for peace. 
The Globe ihia afternoon, oomiiiimting on 
Djtoriug'n dcpurturo for Japan, saya it con- 
tirina tho roported rfjeotion of tliu media- 
tion of the United Siiitea. The Globe eaya 
that this was Ihocourae tn bo expected, in 
spite of tho Wushinjjton Ci'-y reports that 
negotiationH could bo onnduotod by the min- 
ister at Tokyo. Tliu D.iily News, referring 
to tho Bumu subject, saya : " The poaco 
conimiasioLor was noc sent a, moment too 
soon, but he can hardly hope to rcuoh Japan 
before the Japanese forces close up on Port 
Arthur for tlio last decisivo strupglo." 

The Times publiaheii a dispatch from 
Shanghai stating that thu-*>"".''roy of Nan- 
king, Chang Clit Tong, hna been ordered to 
Peking for the purpose of reorganizing tiio 
army after the European model. 

Tho rumors from VVaahiugcon City that 
Great Britain is supporting or co-operating 
with the United States in its attempt to 
mediate between Japan and China is declar- 
ed in otficial circles licro to bo altogether in- 
correct. The United States government la 
understood to have acted with complete in- 
dependence of the pownre. 

VoKOHAMA, Nov. 20 —The minister of 
finance has announced a further 
war loan of 50,UOO,000 yen in Sn, mak- 
ing 80,000,000 yen of the 100.000,000 .auth- 
orized by parliament to be raised for war 
purposes. The third army baa left Unjin- 
anon aboard tranaporta. Its destination ia 
not known, bnt. it ia ^ rumored that it is in- 
tended to operate in the Yangtsskiang dis- 
trict of China. Two intorpretera and one 
war correspondent, who were following the 
se-jond Japaneao army, have been captured 
and killed by the Chinese. The Mouguls and 
Chinese soldiers at Jehho have raised the 
standard of rebellion. 

U'AsniNfiTON City, Nov. 24 — While the 
British averment that tho United States 
acted entirely alone in its offer of mediation 
and withonb the co-operation of Great Brit- 
ain is literally true, yet it ia known that 
Her Majeaty'a government, for trade or 
commercial reasons, heartily desired the 
BucnesB of the movement, for it was feared a 
continuance of the war might hurt British 
iaterests in tie East. The EOritimont of 
British diplomats on Japan's rejection of our 
overtures ia therefore tempered by fiuancial 
conaiderationa. From the outset of the 
negotiations Great Britain hua showed the 
greatest anxiety to have tho war terminat- 
ed, and the foreign oitlco has twico put in an 
intervention. In official cirolea it was 
underatood that the British offer waa at the 
instance of China. Tho United States de- 
clined all overtures from England, bub at 
the request of China made the independent 
offer of mediation. The request coming 
from China was known to have the moral 
support of Her Majesty's government, oven 
if it lacked the open co-oporatinn of the 
foreign ofiBce, whioh would be inacceptablo 
to this government if it involved any en- 
tangling alliaDce. Since then China has 
bent every effort to have the American pro- 
position accepted, and, owing to the rela- 
tiona between China and Qreat Britain, it> is 
not doubted that the latter country has dn 
sired the American propositioQ to bo ac- 
cepted. 

CHINESK CONSPIRACY 

To Overthrow the I'rcseut Goveruiiieiit and 
Place Li Unne Chang on 
the Throne. 

Washington Crrv, Nov. 24, — A promin- 
ent member of tho diplomatie world hero 
ha3 received a letter telling of a conspiruoy 
no w v/nll under way iu China, which, if not 
chfcked, will result in the downfall of iho 
present government and tho ea'.ablishment 
of another with Li ][ung Churg on tho 
thronu. This will bu acconiplml'.i il by the 
murderer ox\lii;y lif iljo (iri.-iem. l-'-iiiperor, 
80 this luttui- bus it, but Htilt; ijf ttiy con- 
teulH of the iiiisiivu iMuld bj l-aruLcl 

Eii'jugh bat] been gluaned lo wu.-i ant the 
bcliif ttiiit Li Hur.gOimng, rendered (iesper- 
iito by the ahuao :,uii di'gra(l;iliim wbioh t.as 
bcon ticupud upon him by tho Umperor, lias 
concocted the schcnio herein ou'lined. Li 
Hung Cliwng is aaid to bo a Berinilivii man 
and feebi keenly tho indignities received ut 
tho haudo of tho Kmporor, who, in hopes of 
spurring him on to more succOBsfuI effort, 
has stripped bim of all hia honors one by 
ono, stubbornly rofuBing to listen to any ex- 
planationa. Such u policy, instead of spur- 
ring him to greater ili'ort, has ungorod liim. 
The communication states that ho always 
had contempt for tho Emperor, who is of 
the Tartar race, believing that China should 
be rnled by Cbhieae. Ic ia well known that 
the Emperor ia cordially bated by Chinamen 
all over the empire and one of the objeote of 
the highbinders ia to destroy him. 

Li Hung Chang is well aware ( f this feel- 
ing, but while looking upon the Emperor as 
a usurper, he hua yet been loyal to him, 
thinking it heat for tho intereata of China to 
continue under this rulo rather than to seek 
by revolution to overthrow tho dynasty, 
The letter atatos that this feeling hua now 
given way to an inordinate licaire fur revenge 
on LI llcug Chanu's part and a doiormination 
to seize tho opportunity to get oven with a 
monarch who has been bo ungrateful for 
long and., faithful service. This change, it 
is stated, will como at tho close of the war. 
Li Hung Chang, no longnr having any 
authority, cannot bo hold responsible for tho 
defeat of tho Chinese arma, but tho whole 
odium will fall upon tho Emperor. Tho 
feeling of antagonism of tho masses to tho 
reigning dynasty will naturally bo inteasi- 
fiod and the overthrow of tho Emperor will 
be an easy natter. . LI Hung Chang la pop.

trained men back cf him. He does not util 
Iz'j this army now, bfcauso that would pro 
bably prolong tho war end rob him of the 
opportunity he seeks.

— A band of fifteen 
brigancla yeaterday evening attacked a 
tobacoo store ab Galbanolla near Ferrarra, 
while several other outlaws guarded tho 
street in the vicinity, threatening anybody 
approaohing. The brlgouds tried to forco 
an ontranoo into the store, but its owner, 
Signer Poggi, and his eorvants, fired guns 
at them. The firo was returned by the 
brigands, and tho town was aoon in a state 
of tho greatest exoitomont. Tho tocsin waa 
ringing, and a number of tho gens d'armes 
soon drove the brigands out of tho town. 
Two of the inhabitants and one brigand 
were killed during the affray.""

POLITIOAL PARSONS. 

Xhere are no politics in the New Testa- 
ment. GliriBtianity deals with the individ- 
aal and not witli either Society or the State. 
It lays down broad prinolplea of conduct 
which every man ought to obaorve in every 
relation of life, but it ehowa no proference 
for ttDj» form of government or for any par 
ticular line of policy. 

The teachings of the Founder of Chris- 
tianity were almoit wholly for the edifloa' 
tion of the individaal, and his commands 
were addressed to men aa individuals 
He took no cognizance of aggregations 
of men. Ho was not a maker of conBtitu- 
llnna or a framcr of policioa. Ho wna no 
upholder of demoor&cy or denouncer of 
tyranny. When bii enemiea tried to en- 
trap him into an expression of opinion with 
respect to the politics of the day he gave an 
answer which, while it was strictly non- 
commiltul, contained a principle whi„h wiao 
and judiuioua men act upon until thia day, 
and ono which baa enabled the true Chria- 
tlan to be a good oitizen under every form 
of government. 

Bat while Christianity contains no poll' 
tics, and does not diotate to men bow they 
shall govern thomaelveB, it cnuuoiateH tho 
principlea on which all good govcrunionta 
muat bo based. In fact, if men generally 
woro true thoau principlea, if they faith 
fully obeyed the procopta of Christianity, no 
kind , of government would be necessary 
Every man wonid be in a good sense a law 
onto himself. He would rcapeot overy 
man's rights as ho desired that hla own 
ahould bo roapeotod. In a aocioty in v/hich 
thia principle was fully carried out what 
would there bo for a government to do 'i It 
would bo solf-aoting and self-regulating. 
Christianity la better than politics ; 
It ia Immeaanrably above the politioa of our 
time or any other time. It also contains 
all that is best in overy aonstitutioa and in 
every system of polioy. 

Would it not, then, be well for roligloua 
teaohora to follow the example of their 
Divine Master in thia matter V In taking a 
■ido on any question that tho oommunity 
may differ upon a clergyman may bo wrong, 
lo faot ho is quite as likely to be wrong as 
right. But in insisting upon thoae truths 
and thoae rulca ot conduct which it ia hia 
duty and hia buaincaa to teach and to 
keep boforo the people ho cannot go 
astray. They are applicable to all men 
under every variety of oiroumitanoes. If 
tboBo wbopi be (eaohea do what Christianity 
enjoina 'on tfaem to do and refrain from 
doing what Christianity forbido, they can- 
not go very far wrong, no matter what aide 
they take or what policy they prefer. 

The Duke of Argyll in an excellent artiole 



on Christian Socialism in the November 

number of tho KInotoonth Century piaooa 
tho relation of Chrletianlty to politics in a 
vory oloar light, Uo suya : 

Men llviug in society muat be under 
somo roatrainta from contact with their 
fellowi. These . restraints and limita' 
tiona fall to bo determined, and' defined 
in the natural .exerolio of those aooial in 
stinots which have been given to man, ns 
oertatuty as they , have been given to thoau 
lower animals that live^in organlKtd ooni- 
muniiioa. On all detaihi with rtispoot to 
nuch limitations Ohrlstianily is absolutely 
(iliont. No more in this tlian in other mat- 
tora dues it aupuraodo tho action of reuauu 
and <if onnauii'nco. Hut on tho general prin- 
olplna uniiorlylng ivll auoh roaeoning and 
oauduiU' Clii'iiii iiuiil V in not ullont, but voiou 
ful in a Iiik'' di'gruo. It laya down 
tho fundiiimnilal law that we aro 
to do lo otliorn aa wo would 
h»vo otliora do to ua, And this rule 
it doularoa tobothuaum and Hubalanco of 
.vll the Ijuw and tho rropluits. No human 
U'gialalion can reaoli ao high aa tho com 
ploto oiil'oroonionl of lliia ono goldon rule. It 
tranaccnda and nutruna all tho poasibilitioa 
of aoclul or political power. Hut nono tho 
loua dooa it lay down a doctrine which de 
linoa and deterniiuoa thoaphoro within which 
alone wo have any moral right to interfere 
with tho inalienable righto of freedom in 
other men. Wo are to prohibit) no man 
from doing anything which we feel and 
know we ahould desire to be free to do our- 
Bolvoa. We must pnt no reatrainta on others 
except such as we are conscious wo ought to 
Bubniit to In our own oonduot towards them. 
Thia ia a far-rouching doctrine. True to its 
great function of ruling men not by bit and 
bridle but by inatilUng conoeptiona which 
aro all-powerful, bocauao they aro abaolute- 
ly true, Chriatianity touches sooioty 
through its oonstituent and individual olo- 
menta alone. Not ono word does it directly 
Vsay on the corresponding duties of tho ag- 
gregate towards ita uuita. 

When religious teaohora, forgottul that it 
ia their duty to inculcate the high truths 
that underlie all politics, ruah into the 
poHtioal arena and show by their language 
and oondnot that the religion which it ia 
the work of their lives to impress upon 
othora has made but little improaaion 
on thcuiaolvea, it ia not surpriaing thatsach 
political paraona are not popular, and that 
they are on the way to loee the reapoot of 
not only those whom they oppose bat of thoae 
whom they think they befriend. Besides 
in becoming politicians they volnntarily de 
sort what they know and all msn know ia 
a holy cauae, and become noiey participanta 
in a contest tho bolinesa of which it is very 
often bard to discern. Their legitimate 
work ia very diti'arent — infinitely better and 
higher. To quote the words of the Duke of 
Argyll : " The Christian olergy in dealin 
habitually with tho individual heart and 
will are, aa it were, seated at tho centre, 
and if they have knowledge how to direct 
tho individual conacionco for tho beat they 
will and must bo tho greatoat politioal re 
formers in the world." 



MORS BLUNDERING. 

It appears as if the majority of the mem- 
bers of the city council belong to the claaa 
whom experience cannot teach. They ought 
to know by this time how unsafe it is to 
act in matters requiring professional akill 
and guidance without the aid of such akill 
and guidance. 

They ahould know by thia time that 
such a way of proceeding ia aare to 
lead to wasteful expenditare and to failure 
We aro fo'roed from what we see and hear 
to believe that there has been inexcusable 
blundering in the erection of a power-houae 
for tho electric light. The cauaeof thia blunder 
ing and extra expenditure is apparently the 
wantof skilled supervision. Theohimney,we 
are told, is not properly built, 
and it ia said to bo ao low that 
the amoko will be a nuiaanoo to thoaa living 
in ita vicinity. Then there ia a diapute 
about the height of tho condenser; and other 
expenditures that were unforeseen and un 
provided for must be incurred. There can 
be no excuse for all these mistakes. If com- 
petent men had been employed to do the 
work and if they had been allowed to carry 
out their plana without interference, there 
would have been no hitch in tho erection of 
the structure or in thopreparation of suitable 
places for all parts of the plant. So many 
citiea, are now lighted with electricity that 
when once the power of the engine had been 
decided upon it would have boon a very easy 
matter to have everything connected with 
tho plant properly conBlructod and of the 
right size. It would appear now as if a vory 
considerable part of the money voted for tho 
construction is to be wasted in correcting 
mistakes that have been made, and, perhaps, 
in making moro miatakoa to bo uflerwarda 
corrcctod. Has tho "piactioal man" been 
again at work moddling and muddling and 
making bad worso ? 

PORT ARTHUR TAKEN. 

Wo presume that the news which reached 
ua yeaterday of the taking of Port Arthur ia 
true. It had been taken— by report — two 
or three times before, so yesterday's tele- 
gram will noed to be confirmed beforo scep' 
tical readers can bo sure that tho Chinese 
have lost that very important naval station. 
It ia probable that thorc(|uirod confirmation 
will have arrived boforo our readers see 
this artiole. At any rate, aueb baa been 
the progress of ''the campaign that the report 
if not true is sure to be an anticipation of 
the truth. It has been for some time seen 
that tho Uhineao were sure, sooner 
or later, to lose Port Arthur. Tho Chineao 
have proved to be no matob for the Japan- 
ese either by land or sea, in the open field or 
behind fortificationa. The Chinese have 
oourago without diaoiplino or proper equip- 
ment, and tho Japanese have courage and 
diaoiplino. They are, bnaido!, well cc|uip- 
ped, nnd have boon carefully taught how to 
uge tho engines of war that they posaoas. 
It does not appear, ao for, that the Chinese 
have had auperlor numbers on their aide. 
At tho Boat of war the Japaneae have been 
in every respoot moro than a matoh for thoir 
slow and atolid onomioa. 

Heforo Port Arthur fell into the handa of 
the Japanpae there was a good deal of talk 
about the Intenrention,-or rather the media- 



tion, of foreign powers. But it is not likely 

that the Japanese, flushed with victory, 
and knowing that Poking ia within easy 
reach, will accept the mediation of either 
Great Britain, Oermauy ot. the. United 
States, They, will naturally want to have 
the settlement of the dispute In their own 
handa. It is for them now to diotatei tho 
torma of poaoo. They may oonaider that 
loukers on, no matter how powerful they 
may be, have no right to anatoh from them 
the fruits of the viotoriea whioh they havo 
fairly gained. 

There are, we imagine, now very few who 
will blame them forrefuaiagthe mediation of 
foreign powera. China, it appears, is hum- 
bled and ia already auoing for peace. She is 
willing to pay Japan a good round earn to 
let hcrflone. It la more than likely that 
Japan will, after a little hesitation, nunio 
tho terms on which she ia willing to agree 
to a treaty of peaoo. A vory large sum ia 
named ua an indoniuity to Japan. We 
would not bo aurprised to hear that tho aum 
she will now demand will bo larger atill. Slio 
has China at her meroy and will make tho 
moat of heV advantage. 

China with her immease pop.ulatton aeema 
to bo as clumsy as she Is big, and she does 
not aeem to havo any recuperative power. 
She haa not been rouaed to a. vigorous ro- 
eiatauce of the Japanese invaeion, Tho 
people seem to have no patriatiam or they 
are not easily roused. There are thoae who 
say that when peace is made China will not 
profit by tho leaaon eho is now being taught, 
She will go on in her old alow corrupt woy, 
and tho next war will find hor na littio pro- 
pared for active elfeotivo resistance aa she 
waa in September laat. 

A FAIR ESTIMATE. 

Thomas B. Rood, somo years ago Speaker 
of the House of BepresentativeB, and admit- 
ted to be one of the ableat public men in the 

United States, in a 8])Ocoh which ho made 
in HoEton on Wodncaday, g^ve hie opinion 
of tho eigniUcanoe of the late oleotion in the 
following terms : 

This countiy is in favor of the dostrineof 
prot.!0tion, largely in favor of It. Every- 
thing shows thia, and no man whoao brains 
are not auiroring from recent conoufiaion 
with the hoels can think otherwise. When 
Mr. Cleveland, for private, poraon&l and 
political reaaona, throw into the Boalo the 
whole organization of tho Denioorutio par- 
ty, he was defeated before tho people at tho 
firat opportunity. If anybody boliuvca that 
tho Democratic nlatform was iadorsed by 
tho election of liS92 ho haa no followahip 
with tho President or tho chairman of tho 
ways and means, for neithor of them dared 
to even attempt to carry it out. It m»y ho 
that at the last election hard times caused 
irrational voting ; it may be that disguat at 
the utter inefficiency of tho Demoor&cy aa 
rulera played no small part, but the fact 
remaina that the overwhelming viotory we 
have had was a viotory for protection, tho 
firm faith of the American people.

Thla en- 
eurea a hotter aelecticn and honoet packing, 
In regard to seiziireu under tho regulaliona, 
those included a lurge quautity of 
fruit in the laat ton days beaidca 
about 1!,!500 infected treea. He 
had also ciuaod tho roahipmout from 
Vancouver during tho paot week of 
seven different connignmeutH, tho fruit und 
treea being badly ull'joted with tho deadly 
scale which had doiio bo much dainhgu in 
Californln.

THE GAME THAT VAILED. 

To THE Sl'ORTlNG Editob :— That Vio- 
toria, conaidering the men she had, should 
only win the Nanaimo match by the narrow 
majority of a rather lucky try could not fail 
to bo dicappointing to well-wiahers of tho 
team, and it may have a useful purpose if 
tho causes of their comparative failure are 
britlly examined. 

To begin with, tho forwards, while there 
was a cheering abaonco of picking up in the 
loose scrum, did not combine well, and there 
waa no concerted dribbling.

Whyte played, 
for him, a very selfish game, and made con- 
stant but naturally abortive efforts to run 
through tho wholo of the opposing forwarda;

It would, therefore, havo been 
a good move to play tho usual nunihor of 
throo-quartor bucks, and one more in the 
scrimmage- Had Ward boon sent forwaid, 
his added weight and grit would no doubt 
have resulted in tho Nanaimo forwarda bo- 
ing rushed, and probably the wholo com 
plexion of thu match would have boon alter- 
ed. Eight forwarda have no chance againat 
nine equally good.

Most of tho Mainland breliircn left 
for home last night. 

The weekly lecture of the Sir Wm. Wal- 
lace society was delivered by S. Moore, 
B.A., on Friday night on "The water wu 
drink.'' He hid no intention, ho siid, of 
touching on Viotoria water, but to take it 
in the more general Bccoptutiou of tho term. 
He proposed to treat tho subject more from 
a chemical or soientidc than a utilitarian 
point of view. Mr. Moore went on to 
speak of the views the ancient alchemists had 
regarding the nature of water, stating that 
they thought it an elementary body. This 
view obtained until tho time of Priestley 
and Cavendish, in the eighteenth century. 
Gavendish was the first to discover that hy- 
drogen gaa when burnt in the atmosphere 
produced water. Ho described the method 
and apparatus by which Cavendish worked, 
and went on to show how Priestly obtained 
oxygen, and how Lavoisier auooeded in 
combining oxygen and hydrogen to produce 
water. Mr. Moore showed some beautiful 
efieots by chemical expotlment, producing 
hydrogen and oxygen by mesna of electrlo 
action on water. He also apoke abortly of 
tho physical aapeota of water and made a 
abort reference to Victoria water. He aaid 
that if he were asked to examlno the water 
used hero and give bis opinion, it certainty 
would not bo a favorable one. Mr. Muir, 
in proposing a vote of thanks to tho lectur- 
er, aaid that ho had enjoyed exceedingly tho 
Itfiture, that ho had aeon some of tho pret- 
tiest experimenta carried out thai night; 
c )naidering the apparatus uaed they reflect- 
ed great credit on tho ability and ingenuity 
of Mr. Mooro. Tho audience, which was 
large, waa an appreciative one und renpond- 
ed heartily to tho vote of thanks. Rov. Mr. 
Clay made a fow very appropriate remarks, 
exprfaaicg tho pleueuro ho had in being pre- 
sent to hear auoli an excellent lecture. Tho 
balance of tho evening waa i^pent in tliu 
usual manner, tho aociuiy adjourning later 
than uaual. Friday next being St, An- 
drew's day there will be a aooial in the so- 
olety'd hall lu the evening.

The Master of the "Joan" Promoted 
to the Pilot Board-

It is the atea'mer Mieohlef after all which 

when tho Mexico paasod through Seymour 
Narrows on her way from Alaska waa aahore 
iu Meuzies bay. Tho Victoria steamer waa, 
aa stated in yoaterduy'a iaaue, on her way to 
Quataino sound, with Hans Jobnaen and his 
party of. Norwegian ooloniata, and their ef- 
fects. At the laat moment it waa decided 
to change the route, and when the steamer 
Bailed early Wedneaday morning Captain 
Foot took tho inaido paaaage. Hia reasons 
for taking this unusual route to a West Coai t 
point woro two fold. In the first) place 
he was doairoua of visiting tho north- 
ernmost point of the ialaud to locate 
if posaiblo the wreckngo of the lost Ivanhoo 
which, according to tho NootUa Sound In 
diana, had recently como aahoro near Capo 
Scott. His secondary reason waa that tho 
Norwcigana to a man wero afraid of mal do 
mer and urged hint to follow tho course 
whicli would give them the ehorteaC aoa 
trip. Tho Mieohief had boon very reueutly 
reti'.ted, and had just euflicieut cargo aboard 
to ballast her properly ; sho was there 
foro able to make her host speed, 
which accounts for her early arrival at; the 
scone of tho miah^ip That aho waa not aeri- 
oubly it jured is evident from the fact that 
she uid uot signal the Mexico for any asaiat- 
anee, Tho beach at Maiizioa bay is sandy 
and sloplug, and it is tho treauheroua and 
vnry atvift currents alone that make Sey- 
mour Narrows dreaded by navigators. It 
is altogether probable that ahe ia by tbia 
time oB the beach and well on her way to her 
destination. In addition to his Norwegian 
passongcrB Capt. Foot baa with him .Mr. 
West Hueon, who is in charge of the party, 
and Mr. Leeaon, the storakeeper at Quckt 
eiuo. Capt, Foot purpoaea making a aearch 
all along the northern and weatern coaata of 
tho island before returning, In the hope of 
obtaining some definite information regard 
ing tho Ivanhoe'a fate. 

Tho British ahip Glcnmorag, which haa 
been at the Port Orchard dry dock for the 
pait three weeks diachurgiog 5, GOO barrels 
of Portland cement, has been towed over to 
Seattle, where aho will unload 'J, 000 ban els 
of tho cement, and when unloaded will bo 
toiTed to Tacima, where tho balance of her 
cargo, 4,900 barruls, will be unloaded. Sho 
ia under contract to T.klfour, Guthrie &. Co., 
and aftor diflohargiiig her cargo will be 
loaded with flour for ths United Kingdotn.

Inquiry llefore tho Police Magistrate 
Into the Cause of Miner 
Quail's Death. 



Evidence as to the Practice of Sigrual 
llDgr-Stateraentiof .Deeea^ed'B,) .

Nanaimo, Nov, 24.— (Special)— Tho oaao 
of Charles Webster and John W'ilaon, 
oharged with having caused tho death of 
William Quail on the morning of November 
IC, oamo up before Magistrate J. P. Planta 
to-day. Hansen, Quail's partner ab the 
time of the accident, the firab witneas, 
gave In detail the story of the affair aa al 
ready publiahed in the Colonist. 

M, Hunt said he had worked a crescent 
on Thursday night ; would not have liked to 
fire a shot without rapping. Ho explained 
at length the method of giving aignala in 
such cases. He had been giving 
rapa in places two days before firing. 

Joshua Martol, tho company's shot 
lighter, answered a number of test cases a 
fellows : 

Is there any ueago governing miners work- 
ing in places such aa that in which -the 
accident occurred with regard to firing? 

Vos, ho must rap. 

What do you mean by that '! 

When ready to firo the miner muat rap on 
tho coal to the parties on the other aide and 
wait for a roply. After reoeiving an anawer 
both parties are aupposed to retire to a 
aafo distance. 

When doea this duty sot in as regards 
closeneea to oath other '! 

That :a left to the judgment of the men. 
I have known men rap at aix yarda, wbilat 
others not until three or four, Thia b an 
iovariabio rule, but eome men are more 
oarefal than others. 

Supposing in your judgment there were 
still five or six yards to go through, would 
you have thought it safe to fire without 
rapping ? i 

Certainly, or even ab four yarda. 

Would it be the duty of men oomiog into 
such a plaos aa Webater and Wilaon did 
and finding their ahota ready to fire, to 
sound for the purpose of aaoertaining the 
diatanco betwcon the two faces ? 

No, they would only have to rap before 
firing. 

Was tho morning shift working steadily 
all tho week of tho aceidont ? 

No, neither worked on Monday, I think, 
Wilaon worked on Tuesday and Wednea- 
day, I think ; ho was out on Thursday, 

Hanson, (juail's partner, recalled, gave in 
minute detail all tho iocidenta of the fatal 
morning. 

M jglBtrato Planta wont into the caao with 
great care, asking a number of queationa 
which tended to clear up the position of the 
unfortunate men. The laab queation to 

Hansen was : 

When you wore loading coal and your 
partner waa drilling, did you boliove that if 
the shot Waa firod on tho lower side you 
were safe ? 

I could not answer that question ; I am 
willing to tell all. I feel very sorry for tho 
two defendants ; bub I also wanb to aee that 
my partner gets fair play. If the men who 
borod the holea in the orosaout bad notified 
Webater and Wilaon aa to the condition of 
their place the accident might never have 
occurred. 

The defmdanta were committed for trial 
at the next aaaizes, which opens on Tnesdsy.

YALE-HAEVAED. 



The Great lutercolle^iate Football 
Match Won By the 
Tale Boys. 

Bratality the LeaUiuu Feature of tho 
Game— Tho Score Twelve 
to Four. 

SrKiNiiFiEi.n, Mass., Nov. L'l. — Tho five 
years' seri* of Yale-Harvard football games 
in tbia otty culminated In the fieroeat atrng- 
gle of all, whioh resulted in another victory 

for Yale by a score of 12 to 4. . There wore 
23,000 people on Hampden Park, tho great- 
est number that haa ever gathered at those 
annual contoats, and the liorcenesa and tho 
more open play caused by tha new rules 
made the game the most intereating ever 
seen, lb waa marred, however, by prob- 
ably the greatest number of aooidenta that 
over occurred in a big game. The teams 
were much more evenly matched than would 
seem from tho score. All tho scoring was 
dono in tho lirat half, tho second being 
apent inaeo eawing from one end t f tho field 
to tho other, and during tho whole game 
tho ball was nearly if not fully as much in 
Yale's as in Harvard's territory. Harvard's 
one touchdown waa eoourod by really betttr 
work than Yale's two, which were made on 
tho lluUea of Harvard players. Harvard 
missed aooring twice by the barest possible 
margin on two drop kioks of Fairohild, 
tho first of which sent the ball between 
tho oroaabars nob thirty seoonda after time 
was called. Yale'a viotory was probably 
due moat of all to her superiority in kiok- 
ing, Butterworth's punch and Hickock's 
long driving placo kioks making gains 
which Harvard was unable to make up by 
exhausting ruahing. There wero really no 
now tactics brought out in tho gamo by 
either side. Yale played an old-fashioned 
game, which was quite open, except toward 
tho laat part of tho gamo, when ihu revolving 
wodgowaa used sucoessfully. Harvard did 
iinich inoro mass work, tho formation of 
Watera, fSrower, and Bometltiioa Mackio 
near tho lino with backs being tried continu- 
ally, and with good aiiuocHS. She also fooled 
Yale by tho ueo of the crisa-oroas. Only 
onco was tho Hying intorloronoo used 
and that by Harvard with slight gains, 
lioth aides pounded continually at tho ends 
and taol-.loB, and tho fow gains at centre 
wero not very Bucjeaaful. Hut tho grout 
foaturo of tho gamo was what ihay fairly bo 
culled its brutality. In all, six men, evenly 
divided between iho sides, woro taken oil 
tho field injured. Fortunately, how- 
over, nona wero fatally hurt. 
Much of this trouble waa evidently 
caused by tho bad feeling between tho two 
elevens whioh started with quarrels in tho 
lines. So hard fought waa the game and bo 
fpw brilliant runs wero mado that it is hard 
to piok out tho men who made themselves 
oonspicuoiia, the individual players on both 
aides playing strongly and being extremely 
well matched. The oondltlona for the 
game were almost perfeoti the day being 
warm with only a alight brecEe from the 
south. Tho play was long, however, the 
firab half, together with the time taken out, 
laating one hour and eleven minutes, and
